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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 : 

I. Claims 1-21 and 29, drawn to CD40-specific antibodies and compositions thereof, classified in Class 
424, subclass 130.1 and Class 530, subclass 387.1. 

II. Claims 22-28, drawn to nucleic acids encoding CD40-specific antibodies, classified in Class 536, 
subclass 23.5. 

III. Claim 30, drawn to a host cell containing a nucleic acid encoding CD40-specific antibodies, classified 
in Class 435, subclass 326. 

2. Inventions I / II / III are different products, because the structure and the modes of action of antibodies, 
nucleic acids and cells. Therefore, they are patentably distinct. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required for any group 
from Groups l-lll is not required for any other group from Groups Mil and Groups l-lll have acquired a 
separate status in the art because the searches are not co-extensive and encompass divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
Groups I / II / III: wherein the antibody specificity is selected from one of the recited hybridomas. 

These species are distinct because their structures differ. 

Applicant should elect a particular hybridoma or nucleic acid(s) that reads on one specific anti-CD40 
antibody (e.g. F1 -102 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the 
merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, 
claims 1 , 26, 27 and 30 are generic.
